*clar’d open War againft Them. The former, on the 
contrary, attach’d ‘1 hemfelves conftantly to Them, and 
fupported all their Interefts. But the Meffenians ha 
neither the Courage to make a vigorous and fteady Op. 
pofition to their exe/perated and irreccucileable Eneinies, 
nor Prudence enough too keep upon good Terms with 
their faithfu! and affefionate Friends. When tbe/e two 
Pecple made War upon each other, or carried their Arms 
to any other Part of the World, the Veffenians taking 
but little Care of Futurity, and minding nothing but pre. 
fent Repof, made ita Merit in Them not to efpovfe the 
@uarrels ct eve or the other, and to obferve an exed 
Neutrality. hey congratulated Themfelves, at the fame 
Yime, ou their Wifdom and Happinefs in continuing fo 
quiet amidft the Troubles, which difturb’d all their 
Neighbours. “This state of Tranquility was not of long 
Wuration. The Lacedemonians, being celivered from 
their Enemies, tell upon Them with their whole Forcs; 
and findiog Them ftanding fing!e, without any Succour, 
or Defence, obhig’?d Them either to fubmut to the Yoke 
of a galling Servitude, or to banifh Themfelves from 
their Country. ‘“Lhey were often reduced to mifera- 
ble Uilemma., ‘But. Vhey ought to have reflected, fays 
Polyéius, that as nothing is more defireable, nor more 
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« falutary, than a Peace founded upon Juftice and Honour, 
‘ fo nothing is more fhameful and pernicious, at the fame 
* Time, than a Peace procured by vile Methods, and pur- 
¢ chafed at the Expence of Liberty. |

You | 
will allow me, and every Friend of the Revelation and of 
Liberty, leave to hope that the ‘Time is coming, when you 
will not oppofe, or thall not have it in your Power to op.

deayours of thofe, who promote the intire Completion of 
all the Ends propofed by the frit, and the fuji Security of 
the lati. Whenever this happens, whenever the Indepen. 
dency of the two Houfes oj Parliameut, and the uniailu- 
enced and uninfluengeable Freedom of Elections, are once 
effectually fecured agiinft the Dangers, that may arife pof- 
fibly hereafter from the Growth of Corruption ; then will 
our future Kings be reduced to the agreeable Necefhty of 
eftablithing their Thrones, as we are obliged to acknow-

kaction. Lhis Attempt there.ore ought to have your Ap- 
provation, “Lo dedicate it to you may be conttrued to {up- 


pofe that it will have your Approbation ; and he who fup- 


pofes that i¢ will, makes you no indiflerene Compliment. 
Whea the Court tomented our national Divifions, the 
rery worlt Defigns were carried on; for to divide can ne-. 
ver be an Expedient for good Purpofes, any more than to 
corrupt ; fince thePeace andProfperity of a Nation wiliat- 
ways depend on uniting, as far as pofhble, the Heads, 
Hearts and Hands of the whole People, 4ud on improving, 
uot dehauching their Morals. Divide & impera, isa Max- 
im olten quoted. How are we toapply it? There ts no 
Place for it in arbitrary Governments ; for in them, the 
Intereft. of the Governors requires that a ferviie Union, if 
it miy be called an Union, fhould be maintained by the 
Weight of Power; like that of Slaves in aGalley, who are 
united by their Chains, and tug the Oar together, at the 
Sound ef a Whiftle. In free Governments, it can have 
Place as hittic, whilit they, Who are at the Head, intend the 
Maintenance of Liberty. To what Cafe then can it! he 
apply ad? There is but one, acd that is the Cafe of thofe, 
who afpire atmore ower than a Free Conftitution of Go- 
ernment gives them. Such Governors muft divide 
aid incenfe Patties one arainft another, that they may be 
aiways able to bribe the Peffions of one Side, and fo ufurp 
On both. But the Prince who purfues this Method, rifyues 
the Power he hath fora Power he does not want. He 
Would be the more inexcatable, under fuch a Conftitution 
% ours ; hecaufe, if he could not gain Eftcem by his great, 
he might gain Affection by his good Qualities; and this 
Principle would carry him, even better perhaps than the 
other, tothe Power he woutd obtain. What can'a Prince 
Cefire more than to he placed at the Head of a united Per 
ht; among whom he mag have as many Friends as he pler- 
¢$, and can have no Enemies, unlefs he creates them, by 
feppo‘ng them to be fuch, and by treating them according: 
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ly? If the Defigns of a Prince, in fomenting the Divifions, 
are to invade the Liberties cf his People, his Defigns, are 
laid in the utmoft Iniguity ; and if thefe are not his De. 
figas, they mutt be laid in the utmoft Folly. Whena Peo. 
ple fubmits quietly to Government, and is willing to obs 
on the Terms, on which alone their Prince hath a Right to 
command, how extravagant muft his lemands be, and how 
unaccountable his Conduct, to divide fuch a People? Shai 
he expect, for laftance, that all his People thould think like 
him and his Council, about every Occurence, about every 
Meafure he takes, and every Man he employs; and {ince 
this is too much to ask of Freemen, nay of Slaves, if his 
Expectation be not anfwered, fhall he form a lafting Divi- 
tion upon fuch tranfient Motives? Shall he profcribe every 
Man as an Enemy to his Government, who diflikes the 
Admuniftration 0; it? Profcriptions are abominable, and. 
human, when they are backed by aFulnefs of arbitray Pow. 
er. But to hang up the Tables o; Profcription without” 
the Power of fending Centurions to cut of every Head, 
that wears a Face difik’d at Court, would be Madnefs in a 
Prince. Such a Conduct cannot fuit his Intereft, however 
#¢ inay his Paffions, in any Circumftances whatever. There 
aie indeed Circumitances, wherein it may the Intereft 
of a Minifier. ‘Til the Sword of Civil War be drawn. 
a Prince can fearce become irreconcilable with his People, 
snd be reduced for want of national Strength, to tupport 
his Power and I)ignity by the Force of Faction. Buta Mi- 
nifter may fall easiy, and foon into this defperate States 
and after fomenting, as long as he could, the Divifons ot 
Parties, he may nave no Reivgebutin Faction. There may 
be fuch a Conduct, as nonstional Party will bear, or at leat 
will juftify. Bot action hath no Regard to national late- 
res. Faction therefore will bear any Thing, fhare 10 asy 
Thing, juftify any If the Minfter who takes this 
Niethod to fuppore himfel!, hath any Art, he will ended 
vour to difguile his Faction under the Name and Appear- 
ance of a national Party. But even this Difguife wiil soon 
fall off. The beft of thofe, who were engaged the 
ty, will quit the Faction, and then the latter mutt ‘tand 
confefs’d to publick View.

grows lefs by his Elevation, like a little S.atue placed on a 
mighty Pedeftal, will always have this Jeslouly ttrong a- 
hig) «=e mait of Courfe felect a Faction to himfelf; 
and this Fa@ton muft be compofed, to anfwer his Purpofes 
of Men fervilely obfequi ws, or extremely inferior to him 
by their Talents. Whenever this happens, the Reign of 
-Venality, of Proftituticn, of Ignorance FPatility, and of 
DulnefS commences, The Munitter will dread to fee the. 
Perfons employed, whem he fecretly efteems, for this very 
Resfon, becan‘e he efteems them. Abulities to ferve the 
Common-wea2lth will be an Objection fufiicient to outweigh 
the fironeett Proofs of Attachment to the } erfon of the 
Prince, and of Zeal for hisGoyerament; nay even the Me- 
ritol a whole Life fpent in giving thef? Proofs. In thorr, 
the very Reafons, that fhould determine the Pfince toem- 
ploy Men, will determine the Munitter to yrofcribe them. 
Diflike, or Contempt of him, will pafs with his Matter for 
Difafection to the Government; and under the pompous 
Name of Government, will nothing but. the paultry Inte- 
ret or Humour, of the Minifter be couched. ‘The Mini- 
fer wil! reap, perhaps (for even that may be doubtiul the 
‘immediate Benefit of dividing, or maintaining the Divifions 
of the Nation, and of nurfing up Factioa, by continu- 
ing longer in Power, his fole Security, and_ by delerring, 
if not efcaping, the evil Day, the Day of Accouat and 
Retrisution.

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But Sir, the Reafons I have given, how pertinent foever 
they may be, are not the only Reafons T had for addreffing 
myfelf in this Manner, and on this Occafion, to you. There 
are Reafons of another Kind that come ftill more home to 
yourfelf; that appear very impor:ant to me, and will 
apear fo to you, perhaps, when you have reflected duly on 
them, and have weighed impartially the Confequences of 
them. I fhall. prefs thefe Reafons with al! the Plainnefs 
and Force, thatDecency perinits, in fo publick and perfo- 


malan Application ; becaufe, tho’ Truth may fometimes of 


fend, I am very indifferent to Offences taken with Truth 
on my Side. If you hearken to Truth, which Menin your 
Station feldom hear, you may te the better for it. If you 
do not, the Author of thisDeJication cannot be the worfe; for 
I will add, on this Occafion, that whoever he js, he is one 
you cannot impofe upon, in your private Capacity, neither 
as a Man, nor as.a Gintleman; and that you can as little 
do it, in your publick Capacity. You cannot difappoint 
him; becaufe the Tempér of his Mind gives you no hold 
on him. He hath neither Ayarice to make him defire 
Riches, nor Ambition to make him defire Power, nor Va- 
nity to make him defire Honours, Yo cannot opprefs 
him, becaufe he is free from Guilt, and from every pro- 
hable (for no Man is free from every pofiible) Imputation 
of Guilt. The Laws of his Country are his Protection; 
ahd they are fuficient to protect every Friton, who reve- 
rences aad cheys them, in how peculiar a Situation foever 
he may be found. They, who act againft thefe Laws, and 
they alone, may have Reafon to fear, let their Situation be 
never fo high,.or their prsfear Power never fo great. 
Having faid this, I proceed to obferve to you, that you 
are in the right moft certainly to retort by yourfelt, or 
others, in the beft and fmarteft Manner that ycu, or they 
can, whatever the Writings publifhed in the Craftsman 
miy contain, which you judge to be injarions to your:

an Image of the Cuftom, that obtained in the ancient Com- 
mouwealtns of Greece, and at Rome, where the greateit 
Intereits of the S-ate were debated, and the greateit Men 
inthofe Governments were accuied and defended in pub- 
Iick Hiarengues and before the whole People. 

But the Writings of the Craftsman have not been confi- 
ned to thefe Subjects, that are perfonal, or temporary.

them all, would give any Umbrage, or Caule aay Alarm,

ther the Principles they contain, and the Confequences 
ceducible from them, would not deftroy, if they were. 
to take Place, the whole Scheme of the Britifo Contftitu- 
tion. It hath been asked, why dothe Writers on one 
Side eternally harp on Liberty, and the Conftitution? 
Do they mean to inftil Jealoufy and Diftruft, and to alien- 
ate the Minds of the People ? In what Inftances have the 
Laws been broken, or hath the Conftitution been invaded 
by tho'e, who govern? Thefe Queftions deferve an A® 
fwer ; and I thal] anfwer the firft, by asking another Quel- 
tion, Why do the Writers on one Side eternally labour 


to explain away Liberty and to diftinguifh us out “ “| 
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Conftitution ? If nothing had been faid of this Kind, 
am perfuaded that much lefs would have been faid of the 
other ; andI can affure you, with great Truth, that the 
Publick hath not been troubled particularly, with rhis 
Differtation upon Parties. As tothe other two Quettions, 
they may be taken together. There is a plain and real 
Ditlereace between Jealoufy and Diitruft, thar may be 
ooferved in the prefent Ca‘e. Men may be Jealous, on 
Account of their Liberties, and I think they oughe to 
be fo, even when they have noimmediate D:fruf, that 
the Perfons, who govern, defign to invade them. An 
Opportunity of invading them opened, is Reafon fui. 
cent for awakening the Jealoulfy ; and if the Perfons 
who have this Jealoufy, apply to thofe, who govern, to 
help to cure-it, Ly removing the Opportunity, the latter ¢. 
inay take this, if they pleafe, asa Mark of Confidence, not Bes 
Diiirutt, at leaft, it will be in their Power, and furely RS}. 2 
it will he for their Intereft, to thew that they deferved 
Confidence, in this Cafe, not Piftruft. But it will be 
always trifling, and foolifh, to ask wha: Laws have been 
broken, what. Invafions 6n the Conftitution have been 
made ; becaufeas nothing of this Sort will be done, when 
there are no Defigns dangerous to the Conftitution carri- 
edon, fo when there are fuch Defigns, whatever is done 
of this Sore will be private, indirect, and fo covered, that 
the greateit moral Certainty may be deftitute of Proof: 
Whenever any of thefe Things are done publickly, d:rect- 
ly, aad in a Mannerto be eatily proved, the Danger will 
be over, the Conftitution will be deftroyed, and al] Fear 
for it and Concern about it will be impertinent, becavfe 
they will come too late. If ever that old, trite Maxim 
Principiis obfa, was well applied, it is fo in the Cafe, we 
{peak of here. | 
The Reafons I have given for mentioning thefe Writers | 
Oughtto excufe me from it; at leaft, to you ; and even to 
you I thall fay very little more about it. The Flowers 
they gather at Bi//ing/eate, to adorn and enliven their Pro- 
ductions, thall be pafs’d over by me, without any Reflecti- 
on, They affume the Privilege of Watermen and Oytter- 
Women. “Let them enjoy it in that good Company, and 
exclufively of all other Perfons. They caufe no ‘Scan- 
dal: they give no Offence ; they raife no Sentiment but 
Contempt in the Breafts of thofe they attack ; and itis 
to be hoped, for the Honour of thofe, whom they would 
be thought to detend, that they raife, by this — 
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nd cirty Practice, no other Sentiment in them. Bot 
there is another Part of their Proceeding, which may be 
attributed by malicious cople to you, and deferves 
for that Reafon alone fome Place 1m this Dedication, ag 
wt might be fome Motive to the Writing of ic. When 


fech Authors grow fceurrilous, :t would be hizhly unjft 
to impute their Scurrility toany Prompter ; becaute they 
have 10 themfelves all that is nece‘Tary to conititute a Scola, 
Wi Manners, Impudence, a foul Mouth, and a fouler 
Heart. But when they menace, they rife a Noe high- 
er. They cannot dothis intheir own Names. Mea. may 
be apt to conclude therefore that they do it in the Name, 
as they affect to do it onthe Behalt, of the Perfon, im 
whofe Caufe they defire to be thought retained. Miny Ex. 
amples of thefe Menaces might be quoted, and moft of 
them would be found directed againft one particular Perfon. 
After employing the whole Impotence of their Rheto- 
rick againft him, and venting for many Years together, al- 
soft without Notice on-his Part, as much Calumny as 
their Imaginations could furnith, a Pampb/et hath been lately 
pobdlithed, the profefs’d Defigna of which is to call fora 
vigorous Proceeding in Parliament againft this Man.

in Holland, Sweden, Deamark, and Ruffia, is, and will be 4 
againft us, the Equilibrium, between our Woollens and our 
Cath being deftroyed; fo that though England naturally 
produces not Silver, yet atthis Time, it fupports both the 
Holland Eaf-India Company, as wellas Sweden, Denmark, 
and the reft of the North,-with Silver; yet fhould we ad-

which Treaties it might have been very prejudicial to haye 
divulged at that Time. 

The Author of the Confiderations produces an In.

was fupplied in the Year 1705. What Reafon c2n te gi.

But fome Objections being made in Parliament to iffuing 
thefe Sums without Authority of Parliament, did, as I 
have already obferved, introduce the Method ot giving 
Authority by Parliament, feveral .Inftances ot which ihe 
Author produces; and then fays, I could carry down 
thefe Sorts of Accounts to the End of the War in Cucer 
Anme’s Time; and likewife add, that the fame Latitude | 
is given in the Claufes of Appropriation ‘till the End 
of the Year 1710. But what I have faid is fughcient for 
my Purpofe; and proves, that in all Times, coniidera- 
ble Sums of Money have been both iffued and granted up- 
on very general Heads, without any particular Services 
being fpecified orsmentioned; and that the Accounts given ot 
thefe Services to Parliament have been conceived in mott 
general and uncertain Terms, which. differ’d but little, 
er not at all from having no Accounts rendered. Not 
did this proceed from any Remifnefs or Neglect in the 
Parliaments of thofe Days, butthey were fenfible that there 
were publick Services which were abfolutely necefiary to 
he provided for ; and yet by the Nature of them, would 
not admit any Publick Accounts or Explanations to be g!- 
ven of them ;and therefore fuch Accounts were never 
expected or demanded, altho’ equally liable to fuch + 
vis or OljeRions as are now made upon the fame Sud- 
jee’.
